Upwards of 1U0 persons of distinction were 
strangled at Constantinople, in February, by 
order of the Sultan, on suspicion of being 
concerned in exciting discontent among the 
Janizaries ! 

The King of France has sanctioned the 
project of «a shipping canal from Havre to 
Paris, and an English capi-alist is to provide 
one million sterling towards its construction. 
It is to be 30 feet in depth, and of propor- 
tionable width. 

A number of new Joint Companies were 
forming in London.-- Among them, an Asso- 
ciation with a capital of 21,000,000, for am- 
porting timber, from all parts of the world; 
and a company with a capital of g2200,V0U, to 
facilitate the supply of poultry for the London 
market, and for shipping. 

A proclamation has been issued by the 
French commander in chief, as president of 
the Cadiz Board of Health, notifying that no 
vessels will be admitted into the harbor dur- 
ing the summer months, from the West In- 
dies, Gulf of Mexico, or other countries “ ex- 
posed to yellow fever.” 

It is intended shortly to give a Concert of 
Sacred and Miscellaneous music at Zion 
Church in this city, in the course of a short 
time, for the benefit of the Female Hospita- 
bie Society. 

Mr, Savary, of Bristol, had been arraigned

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DREADFUL EARTHQUAKE. 

The following interesting letter is from Mr. 
Shaler, American Consul at Algicrs, to P. S. 
Duponceau, Esq. of this citv. 

Algiers, *.h March, 1825. 

Dear Sin,--This country having suffered 
an awful visitation, [ here send you for your 
information an extract from the Journal of this 
Consulate relative to it. : 

March 2. This morning at half past nine, a 
a very violent shock of an earthquake was felt 
The movement was trom east to west, latera! 
ly, quick and jarring, with a noise resembling 
that made by «a number of waggons driving 
rapidly over paved ways. ‘The atmosphere 
was perfectly serene, the wind strong from 
the interior, the therfmometer at 58 dey. and 
the barometer falling, though but very sligitly 
affected. The first shock endured about 20 
secouds ; it was succeeded by two others, at 
distances of time of 10 and 20 minutes, but 
less violent. 

March 3,—Reports were received last night, 
by the Government, that the town of Belida 
had been destroyed by the earthquake of yes- 
terday ; thal a mosque, two coffee houses, and 
five dwelling houses, are the only buildings 
standing in that town; and that almost the 
whole of its population has perished. The 
Aga, with a detachment of cavalry, left the 
city at three this morning, to ascertain the 
truth of this report, and relieve the sufferers. 
Belida is a town situated at the foot of the 
mountains on the southern verge of the beau- 
tiful plain of Metijah: it is reported to have 
contained about 10,000 inhabitants, and it en- 


perity, it being only 28 miles distant from this 
city, which it supplied with fruit and vege- 
tables. During the day the news of the dis- 
uster at Belida was confirmed by successive re- 
ports. A caravan, with tents and every thing 
in the power of this city to furnish, has been 
despatched by the government for the relief 
of the sufferers. Several shocks of earthquake 
were felt during the day, and at 25 minutes 
past 9 in the evening, one very severe. 

March 4.—The barometer was found, this 
morning, to have risen three lines during the 
last night, and the shocks of earthquakes have 
ceased enurely. One of the principal sources 
of the prosperity of Belida was its numerous 
springs—abundance of water circulated freely 
through all its streets, and extentive planta- 
tions, It is now reported that about half an 
lLour before this terrible catastrophe, all the 
water suddenly disappeared, and that now 
there is none to be found within the distance | 
of half a league. All subsequent reports lead 
to the belief that the first was not exaggerated. 

P.S. I remarked that during the period of 
earthquake above mentioned, the sea did not 
appear to be in the least affected,being as 
quiet as usual here during the same weather.

On Sunday morning last, about 9 o’clock, a 
distressing wccident occurred in Front street 
A lad 18 years of age, who acted occasionally 
as driver of one of the stages, let his hat fall, 
und in attempting to recover it, dropped the 
reins. The horses started, the young man dell, 
and the whecls of the carriage passed over 
him. The horses then ran with gréat speed 
for about half a mile, when the stage was 
overturned by coming in contact with a one 
horse waggon. Mr. Bomeisler, who occupied 
the tront seat, had his shoulder dislocated, and 
his ancle hurt; and all the other passcngers, 
four in number, were more or less injured.— 
rhe stage driver expired a few minutes after 
the accident.
